Magistrate says state DOT officials deaf to complaints 
as Alton residents fume over latest tractor-trailer wreck 

around 2 a.m. Thursday as doz¬ 
ens of first responders attempt¬ 
ed to cut the driver of the truck 
from the wreckage before send¬ 
ing him an area hospital via 
helicopter. 

“I was sound asleep and 
heard a loud boom,” Flood con¬ 
tinued. “It happens so much, I

Brian Flood was angry. Just 
days before the second anni¬ 
versary of a tractor-trailer 
slamming into his home on 
Graefenburg Road in Alton, 
he was startled from his bed 
early last Thursday morning 
when another tractor-trailer 


hit a large tree in front of his 
home hard enough to knock the 
engine from the truck. 

Flood isn’t alone. For years, 
folks who live on the narrow 
state highway have had cars 
and trucks smack into their 
homes, tear off their porches, 
hit their trees and force them to 
sleep with one eye open. 

“We’re sick of it,” Flood said

Fire destroys man’s SUV 

Electrical problem likely to blame for Saturday morning blaze

An electrical problem is being 
blamed for a fire that destroyed a 
vehicle on Ballard Street early Sat¬ 
urday morning in Lawrenceburg. 

Bill Lane, who owned the vehicle, 
said he was asleep when a neighbor 
knocked on his door, saying there 
was smoke coming from his 2006 
Ford Explorer. 


It didn’t take long for the entire 
vehicle to be engulfed in flames, 
which was the case by the time 
firefighters with the Lawrenceburg 
Fire Department arrived. 

The blaze also caused damage to 
Lane’s home, he said, including a 
cracked window, melted vinyl sid¬ 
ing on his home and some damage 
to nearby landscaping.

knew what it was.” 

The wreck marks at 
least the third time this 
year a property owner 
has sustained damaged 
when a vehicle wrecked 
on Graefenburg Road, 
which runs between 
US 127 and leads to US 
64. The wrecks are the 
result of a variety of 
factors, not the least of 
which is when a driver 
gets too close to the 
shoulder, the vehicle 
gets sucked into a ditch 
line and pulls it off 
the road, often into 
someone’s front yard or 
home. 

In Alton, where a sin¬ 
gle blinking light serves 
as a warning signal to 
drivers, homes, some as 
close as 25 feet, line the 
road and give drivers 
little or no time to slow 
down before hitting one. 

Jerry Hughes has 
lived along that stretch 
of road all of his life. He 
said at some point, some¬ 
one is going to get killed. 

“That’s the biggest 
thing,” he said. “We 
worry about our son. 

His bedroom is in the 
front of our house. We 
worry about someone 
going though and killing 
someone in their bed¬ 
room at night. 

“In your house is sup¬ 
posed to be the safest 
place to be. You don’t 
need a vehicle crashing 
through it in the middle 
of the night.” 

Hughes, Flood and a 
host of others have com¬ 
plained for years about 
the problem to no avail. 

Magistrate David 
Montgomery, who rep¬ 
resents the area as part 
of the Anderson County 
Fiscal Court’s 5th magis¬ 
terial district, has heard 
the complaints loud and 
clear and shares their 
frustration. 

“I’ve been fighting 
this battle for three 
and a half years,” Mont¬ 
gomery said Monday 
afternoon. “I’m very 
frustrated.” 

Montgomery said 
former judge-executive 
John Wayne Conway 
spent years trying to get 
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the state’s highway cabi¬ 
net to address the prob¬ 
lem but his complaints 
never went anywhere. 

“He went to Lexing¬ 
ton three years ago and 
talked to [transporta¬ 
tion officials] over there 
and never even got a 
response,” Montgomery 
said. 

“I’ve talked to the 
people at the state high¬ 
way barn here in our 
county two or three 
times. They were sup¬ 
posed to get back to me, 
and no one did. No one 
wants to do anything 
about it.” 

Hughes, whose 
mother lives next 
door to Flood, said her 
yard is where a lot of 
the wrecks there start 
because once a vehicle 
edges off the road, it is 
sucked into a large dip 
in her front yard, which 
catapults vehicles onto 
Flood’s property. 

He said he’s tried 
everything he can to 
get the transportation 
cabinet to install guard¬ 
rail there. Hughes said 
another resident, Bobby 
Rue, even offered to 
haul enough fill into 
the location to level it 
off and give the state 
enough room for guard¬ 
rail. 

“I want a guard rail 
in front of my mother’s 
house because that’s 
where they come off the 
road,” said Hughes. “The 
guard rail might not 
stop them, but it would 
slow them down.” 

Montgomery agreed 
that guardrail would 
help. 

“That’s something 
that isn’t going to cost a 
lot to do, _

Krogman said getting him out of 
the wreck started by using a chain¬ 
saw because a large limb had crashed 
through the cab, pinning the driver 
into his seat. 

The driver, who was conscious 
throughout the ordeal, ended up 
having his feet sticking through the 
truck’s firewall just inches from the 
engine once sat. 

Krogman said the driver side door 
was blocked, so rescuers had to get in 
through the passenger door. 

“We removed the passenger seat, 
but when he tried to move we real¬ 
ized his legs were tangled in the fire¬ 
wall. We had to cut the firewall away 
to free his legs,” he said. 

Krogman said despite the level of 
training firefighters receive, being 
ready for such a complicated extrica¬ 
tion isn’t easy. 

“We’ve never had extensive train¬ 
ing on trying to cut a semi apart,” he 
said. “We just try to build on what 
we’ve done in the past. Sometimes 
you learn as you go from previous 
education and experiences.”

Anderson County Fire Chief Pat¬ 
rick Krogman has seen a lot in his 
decades of responding to wrecks, but 
even he was surprised at what he 
witnessed last Thursday morning on 
Graefenburg Road. 

“I’ve seen a lot of accidents and a 
lot of nasty ones, but that was the 
first time I’ve seen an engine knocked 
out of a semi,” Krogman 
the tree so hard it knocked 
the engine right out of the cab.” 

Firefighters worked an hour and 
40 minutes to extract the driver from 
the truck, which was carrying a load 
of what appeared to be aluminum 
that, like the truck’s engine, 
out onto Brian Flood’s front 
Alton. 

The driver had yet to be identified 
by the Kentucky State Police by the 
following day, according to a spokes¬ 
person. First responders said the driv¬ 
er spoke only Russian, forcing them 
to get a translator on a cell phone so 
they could communicate with him. 
He was transported via helicopter to 
an area hospital with what appeared

C olumn as I see ’em... 

He went on and on last Friday, telling me one sad story 
after the next about Anderson County’s shortcomings, 
near misses and inability to secure that which seemingly comes 

easy to other communities. _ 

It’s a conversation I’ve had before, but never 
with someone who knew so much about the machi¬ 
nations that have left our area wanting while other 
areas flourished. 

I was referred to this man while making phone 
calls about the pending mass casualty incident that 
will inevitably occur when a tractor-trailer plows 
through a home in Alton. (See Al.) 

He’s not a state employee and doesn’t hold elec¬ 
tive office (thank God for small favors), but he 
knows more about Anderson County’s plight in 

terms of economic development and transportation - 

than anyone with whom I’ve ever spoken. I’m not 
using his name because we weren’t necessarily on 
the record; he was simply filling me in on behalf of someone 
high up in state government when I queried that person about 
what can be done to spare those lives. 

_ Getting relief for Alton residents 

can be done and probably will, he said, 
provided the right cages are rattled at 
the right heights of state government 
(code words, it seems, for figuring out 
how to make sure the right person gets 
the credit). I passed along that message 
to someone more capable of rattling 
those cages than I, but it was the other 
part of the conversation that was so 
disturbing. 

By now, he said, Highway 151 should 
be a four-lane highway and would 
have been had Anderson County not 
come up 15 acres short while trying to 
secure a Hyundai automotive plant 
that ended up, predictably, in Alabama. 
Roll Tide, huh? 

We also came up short, he said, in an 
effort to secure a FedEx hub that want¬ 
ed to be here but got a sweeter deal in 
Louisville, likely from politicians more 
concerned with economic growth than self-aggrandizement. 

In fact, the plan for four lanes began within the past decade 
by widening and improving the interchange of 151 and US 64 
in Graefenburg. That was phase one of a four-phase plan that 
would have solved Alton’s traffic issues while providing a jobs 
and larger tax base for Anderson County. 

It stalled, though, due to the folks in Alabama and Louisville 
doing what Anderson County would not or could not, coupled 
with political changes here and in Frankfort that soured the 
process and those who could have made it happen. 

Those are often once-in-a-lifetime opportunities that, once 
they slip away, don’t ever return regardless of how much effort 
goes into getting them back. 

When I hung up the phone, I couldn’t help but think about 
how, at one time, Anderson County had in place a group of pri¬ 
vate individuals who staked their own reputations and fortunes 
into the idea of attracting businesses to Anderson County. That 
group operated in what will almost certainly always be consid¬ 
ered this community’s salad days, when real estate values were 
on the rise and folks didn’t have to watch their progeny aban¬ 
don their hometown due to lack of opportunity. Were it not for 
them, that which we now have likely wouldn’t be here either. 

Age forced those men to tap out, leaving our futures in the 
hands of those who either reject change for selfish reasons or 
aren’t savvy enough to secure it. 

Now, we’re left with piddling arguments about how to shake 
down those making their alcohol-fueled pilgrimages along the 
Bourbon Trail, giddy at the prospect that some may stop here 
for lunch or dinner and leave behind a few breadcrumbs in the 
form of a restaurant tax. 

That will fix everything, right?

I’m hoping someone smarter than me can explain how 
people who speak no English can legally obtain licenses to 
drive tractor-trailers.

First responders said he was a Russian 
who spoke no English and, by the following day, I was told that 
police had yet to figure out who he is due to the language bar¬ 
rier. 

I would understand whatever written test is involved might 
include a copy in Spanish, but Russian? I doubt that. 

What’s more, in speaking with police, I learned that the Rus¬ 
sian who wrecked last week has plenty of company on the open 
road. An officer told me point blank that the vast majority of 
truckers pulled over of late are either Russian or Nigerian and 
none speak any English. 

Of course national origin has no bearing on how one drives, 
but it’s curious how so many folks who don’t speak this coun¬ 
try’s native language can obtain licenses to drive those big rigs. 


S peaking of fixing... 

Something needs to be done, and soon, about the old 
Glensboro school building that is rotting in front of the 
high school. 

The school district doesn’t own the building and can’t spend 
your tax dollars fixing it up. Heck, the district can’t even spend 
your tax dollars on an insurance policy that would allow others 
to enter the property and fix it up.

Raised garden beds equal less work 


F ull time work off the farm leads to 
busy time on the farm. Thank good¬ 
ness I love what I do, in both places. It 
also leads to some really long 
days and one very tired farmer. 

I usually write this on Friday 
mornings, and after such a 
week of wonderfully perfect 
working weather, I’m a little 
tuckered, and perhaps just a lit¬ 
tle slap happy, so be prepared. 

I spent much of last week 
harvesting old barn wood to 
make some raised beds. The 
finished products are not a 
thing of beauty, rustic might 
be a better term, but they are 
functional. My neighbor asked 
me why I like raised beds. There are several 
reasons. 

Using raised beds will lessen your weed 
seeds that blow in on the wind, so less work 
for me. They also help retain moisture in 
the soil, especially after mulching, so less 
work for me. Raised beds, once established, 
means no more tilling, which means less 
work for me. Finally, they reduce the 
chances of four-legged critters from walk¬ 
ing all over the garden. Maybe the real 
reason I like them is because I really don’t 
need any more work. 

So, the wood was not in pristine condi¬ 
tion. I’m guessing they’ll last about five 
years. Ancient hardwoods are made of 
tough stuff, and there are no chemicals 


whatsoever in the wood. I still had to use 
a drill bit to get a nail or screw into it the 
oak planks. They’ll keep my plantings from 
being washed away because I anchored 
them. That creek has taken enough of my 
plantings over the years. 

To “pretty up” their frontier look, I plan 
on sowing flower seeds all along the bor¬ 
ders, outside of the frame. While I typically 
go for function over beauty, certain flowers 
contain properties that either invite ben¬ 
eficial insects or repel the bad ones, so it’s a 
win-win. 

Every garden is different with its own 
microclimate, soil type and pest control 
issues, so it’s important that you experi¬ 
ment to find out what works best for your 
situation, but here are some beauties I plan 
on using and the benefits of each. 

Catnip can get to be 2-3 feet tall with its 
gray-green felted leaves and beautiful blue 
spikes. It likes full sun and well-draining 
soil. It helps keep away flea beetles, aphids, 
Japanese beetles and squash bugs. 

Nasturtiums like sun to part shade and 
are much shorter. They not only provide 
another food source, because they are edi¬ 
ble, but they help to fight off wooly aphids, 
whiteflies, squash bugs, and cucumber 
beetles. The yellow blooming varieties, act 
as a trap for aphids. 

Petunias are not only super easy to grow, 
but they repel asparagus beetles, leafhop-

Wet spring brings array of common pests 


G nats are any of sev¬ 
eral species of small, 
non-biting flies. They 
appear suddenly, form¬ 
ing annoying 
swarms in the 
air as they mate. 

While they look 
like mosquitoes, 
these gnats can¬ 
not bite. Usu¬ 
ally, they live 
for just a few 
days, and then 
disappear. Some 
are attracted to 
light and may 
be a nuisance, 
landing on people or enter¬ 
ing homes or businesses. 

The immature stages of 
gnats develop in standing 
water in pools, containers, 


ponds, clogged rain gutters, 
or in some cases, wet soil 
in seepage areas. Most feed 
on algae or decaying plant 
matter. 

Management 

Elimination of gnats (and 
other pests) usually is most 
effective when the breed¬ 
ing site can be located and 
eliminated. 

This provides a perma¬ 
nent solution to the prob¬ 
lem, but it is not easy. 

The breeding sites can 
be hard to find and often 
there are not effective con¬ 
trol alternatives, except to 
eliminate the water or moist 
areas, which may not be 
practical. 

There are no good alter¬ 
natives for control of the 


adults, other than some 
pressurized aerosol sprays 
containing pyrethrins. 

These are impractical for 
treating anything other 
than small areas. These 
products only kill insects 
that are directly hit by 
spray particles; there is no 
lasting or residual effect. 
More gnats will quickly 
enter the area after the 
spray has settled. The gnats 
rest on vegetation and in the 
grass during the day, so an 
application of a pyrethroid 
spray may reduce numbers 
somewhat. Fortunately, the 
problem usually is tempo¬ 
rary since the insects live 
for just a few days.

You 
can also find these little 
beauties on sale by the 
flat, this time of year. 

My 
raised beds will eventu¬ 
ally look good, from a 
distance. Kind of like 
my house right now. 

Between me and the 
dogs, I don’t know who 


tracks in more dirt, 
seeds and weeds. Plus, 

I haven’t spent much 
time inside. Thankfully, 
some rain days are in 
the forecast, giving me 
just enough time to get 
the basic cleaning done, 
catch up on laundry and 
maybe, dare I say it, a 
little rest time. 

Sleep, supplemented 
by a large calorie 
uptake, will help catch 
me up and reduce that 
smiling praying man¬ 
tis look I seem to be 
sporting now. If you see 


me off the farm, take 
advantage and tell me 
your worst jokes. At this 
stage, I’ll laugh at them 
all. 

Now, get out there 
and get to work. May is 
almost over and I open 
the stand this Saturday. 
Yes, summer is about to 
begin. We can rest later, 
when all we have to 
do is watch it grow and 
water. Happy growing.

The butter I buy is labeled as com¬ 
ing from cows that don’t receive a 
growth hormone. It’s also one of the 
less expensive brands of butter. On 
another side of the box is a statement 
that says that there is no evidence of 
any health benefit from consuming 
butter which is produced from cows 
not treated with a growth hormone. 

It tastes good and the price is good so 
I buy it. The growth hormone issue 
may be of interest to some people. 

Here is a list of terms found on 
food labels and the definition by the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture or the 
Food and Drug Administration. 

Organic 

Products that are USDA-certified 
organic means that the food is pro¬ 
duced using methods that preserve 
the environment and avoid most syn¬ 
thetic materials, like antibiotics and 
certain pesticides. 

Farms and processors, aside from 
keeping organic food separate from 
nonorganic, also must use produc¬ 
tion techniques that support animal 
health and welfare, provide outdoor 
access to animals, use approved mate¬ 
rials, do not use genetically modified 
ingredients and receive annual on¬ 
site inspections. 

Products that meet the organic 
production and processing require¬ 
ments are the only ones allowed to be 
labeled organic in a grocery store. 

There are specific requirements 
for the USDA-certified organic label. 
Producers must meet specific stan¬ 
dards. 

Natural 

The USD A requires products with 
the natural label to be minimally 
processed and contain no artificial 
ingredients. The natural label does 
not include any standards about farm 
practices and only applies to the pro¬ 
cessing of meat and egg products. 

GMO 

Labeling GMO products is volun¬ 
tary for food companies. A product 
with a genetically modified organism 
means that it was altered with a gene 
from an unrelated species outside of 
its natural environment. In many 
instances, GMO crops designed to 
resist insect attacks have experienced 
substantial reductions in insecticide 
use. 

Herbicide-tolerant crops have 
also offered environmental benefits 
through increased use of soil-protect¬ 
ing no-tillage farming. However, with 


the advent of herbicide resistance in 
certain weeds, there is some concern 
about increasing herbicide use on 
those farms. 

The GMO technology was first 
introduced in the 1990s, and now 
more than 70 percent of packaged 
foods in North America contain 
GMOs. There is no evidence that 
consuming GMOs impacts human 
health in a negative way. There are 
concerns, however, about some GMO 
crops encouraging the overuse of pes¬ 
ticides and having a negative impact 
on the environment. 

As with any product - natural or 
man-made — there will always be 
some people who can be harmed. 
Think of the people who are allergic 
to aspirin or shellfish. 

Free-range poultry 

This label means the birds were 
given shelter in a building, room or 
area with unlimited access to food 
and fresh water. They were also 
given continuous outdoor access dur¬ 
ing their production cycle. 

Cage-free 

This term means poultry were 
able to freely roam a building, room 
or other enclosed area with unlim¬ 
ited access to food and fresh water 
during their production cycle. 

Grass-fed 

The designation means the animal 
was fed primarily grass throughout 
their life. Organic animals’ pasture 
diet may be supplemented with 
grain. The USDA does not limit the 
use of antibiotics, hormones or pes¬ 
ticides for products solely labeled as 
grass-fed. Therefore you may see a 
meat product labeled as both grass- 
fed and organic when applicable. 
Grass fed is not a label which indi¬ 
cates the quality of the meat. 

Pasture-raised 

Currently, there is no federal defi¬ 
nition of this term from the USDA 
due to the number of variables 
involved in pasture production sys¬ 
tems. It sounds similar to grass-fed 
but it isn’t the same. 

The USDA makes no claims about 
one type of food being more nutri¬ 
tious or safer than another. For more 
information about food and nutri¬ 
tion, contact the Anderson County 
Extension office at 502-839-7271.

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Springtails 

Springtails are small, wingless 
insects that are very abundant in 
moist leaf litter or soils with high lev¬ 
els of organic matter. They can hop 
around like tiny fleas. 

Springtails typically feed on decay¬ 
ing plant material or fungi that grow 
in humid areas. Springtail prob¬ 
lems following rainy periods tend 
to result from accidental invasion 
from around foundations. The small 
insects can enter through gaps under 
exterior doors or windows or other 
openings. They can also enter homes 
via openings to crawlspaces. In some 
cases, springtails can live for some 
time in damp areas of houses and 
buildings that meet their moisture 
needs. These insects also can live in 
pots containing over-watered house- 
plants. Allowing the soil to dry out 
will usually eliminate them. Occa¬ 
sionally, they can infest greenhouses 
where they may nibble on plant root 


hairs or tender leaves. 

Management 

Springtails are not harmful but 
their presence in an area indicates 
moist conditions and high humid¬ 
ity that may come from things 
such as water leaks, condensation 
from sweaty pipes, or inadequately 
ventilated crawl spaces. These soil¬ 
dwelling insects also thrive following 
extended wet periods. In some cases, 
correcting moisture problems will 
end the infestation and the potential 
for more serious water or mold dam¬ 
age in a structure. Then, using a fan 
or dehumidifier to increase ventila¬ 
tion and to provide a drying effect 
in the home can be very effective in 
ending the problem. 

Aerosol insecticides that are 
labeled for indoor insect control can 
be used to reduce springtails tempo¬ 
rarily, but this does not correct the 
moisture or humidity problems that 
allow the insects to thrive.

Chickens, and so much more

People come from all over 
Kentucky and neighboring 
states to visit the wildly pop¬ 
ular Lawrenceburg Chicken 
Swap, but it’s a safe bet 
Wendy Hume is the only one 
driving a refurbished meter 
maid cart that once roamed 
the streets of New York City, 
looking for illegally parked 
cars. 

Hume, who lives in String- 
town, said she uses the three¬ 
wheeled vehicle emblazoned 
on each door with a bug-eyed 
bird and the words “crazy 
chicken” to haul what she 
buys and sells back and forth 
to her home. 

That she does it in such a 
unique vehicle is a real head- 
turner at a chicken swap that 
that is replete with head- 
turners and unique offerings. 

Hume said her boyfriend, 
Kevin Gilliam, purchased the 
vehicle from a friend at work 
and modified it to allow her 
to legally cruise the streets. 

“It’s licensed as a motor¬ 
cycle,” said Hume, a daughter 
of Lawrenceburg Fire Chief 
Bobby Hume and a sister of 
City Clerk Robbie Hume. “I 
had to get a motorcycle per¬ 
mit to be able to drive it,” she 
said. 

The three-cylinder vehicle 
motors along at a nifty 45 
mph and includes sliding 
driver and passenger door 
windows and a wood-railed 
bed, perfect for hauling 
chickens and supplies to the 
swap. 

The swaps are held the 
first and third Saturdays of 
the month in the Walmart 
parking lot. 

The event is brainchild 
of Lawrenceburg resident 
Doug Mccanly, who began it 
as a means of allowing folks 
who raise and sell chickens 
an opportunity to buy, sell 
and swap their birds without 
paying a set-up fee. 

It grew steadily over the 
past several years, eventually 
getting too big for its original 
home in the parking lot in 
front of Tractor Supply. 

Walmart welcomed the 
swap, and the store smartly 
now sells chicken feed and 
other items it stocks specifi¬ 
cally to meet the demands 
of swappers, some of whom 
travel here from as far as 
Tennessee and Ohio. 

Not that the event is only 
about chickens. Just up the 
aisle from where Hume 
parked her unique ride, Ella 


Bowman, a 9-year-old from 
Salvisa, was hanging around 
with her dad, offering free 
kittens from the back of his 
pickup truck. By around 10 
a.m. Saturday, she had given 
away two and was on the 
brink of giving away a third 
to Logan Aldridge, a young 
man from Waddy who was 
paling around the parking 
lot with Jackson and Carson 
Goldey. 

Not far away, Mac Conley, 
who traveled here from Irvin 
with his children Patrick and 
Whitley, were showing a col¬ 
lection of bunny rabbits to 
Lesa Scott of Frankfort, who 
was visiting the swap with 
her young grandsons, Waylon 
and Whitman. 

As the grandsons gingerly 
reached out to stroke a small 
bunny’s fur, Lesa said her 
family came so that her 
daughter could purchase 
some chickens. 

One aisle over, the Yoders, 
Naomi and her son Norman 
of Salvisa, dodged raindrops 
that put a small damper on 
Saturday’s turnout while 
offering a variety of baked 
goods, including some giant 
snickerdoodle cookies for 
a mere 50 cents each, and 
homemade apple pies for $8. 

Brent Wade of Lawrence¬ 
burg got in on the act, ped¬ 
dling some interesting look¬ 
ing chickens of his own that 
he raises on his aptly named 
Rooster Ridge Farm on Tracy 
Road. 

Scott Brown, the local 
plumber and school board 
member, was spotted doing 
some shopping and proudly 
displayed a dozen green- 
shaded eggs he purchased 
that he said are perfectly 
edible and ready for the fry¬ 
ing pan. 

“All I need now is the 
ham,” Brown joked as he 
walked away.

Eminence man swoops in, restocks depleted hives

When bees started coming from 
everywhere Thursday afternoon 
around the residence of Charlotte 
Guthrie on Hickory Drive, neighbors 
started buzzing. Several saw the 
swarm and came out to check it out. 

“I walked to the door and they 
were swarming,” said Guthrie. She 
said they had gathered into what 
looked to be about the size of a soft- 
ball. Her daughter, Jean Mansfield, 
had a doctor’s appointment and 
couldn’t get to the car. 

“My daughter couldn’t get to the 
car they were so thick, ” Guthrie said. 
“I never saw anything like this before. 
They were going everywhere.” 

But she didn’t know where they 
had come from. 

Mansfield finally got out of the 
driveway after the bees gathered at 
the end of it. 

Some of residents called their 
landlord, Chris Sutherland, who said 
all he knew to do was pour gasoline 
on them and burn them. He was 
unaware that it was a swarm of hon¬ 
eybees. 

“No,” said Mark and Sharon Zin¬ 
ninger. “We don’t want to kill them.” 

So they called someone they knew, 
who told them to call the Kentucky 
State Police. The state police have 
names of beekeepers on file for just 
such occasions. 

Leonard Wilson, a hobby beekeep¬ 
er from Eminence, got the call and 
headed toward Lawrenceburg. 

Wilson had lost all but one of his 
hives during the winter, so he was 
looking for some replacement bees. It 
took over an hour to get to Lawrence¬ 
burg and by the time he got here, the 
bees had moved. 

The train track runs past the back 
yard of the residences. Wilson said the 
bees don’t like loud sounds such as 


train whistles, and hearing one or the 
train’s vibration could have caused 
them to move. 

He located the bees closer to the 
tracks on a honeysuckle bush. He 
was waiting for them to settle down, 
when they moved again. This time 
they settled in a tree in the back yard 
just a few feet from the bush. 

They gathered on some branches, 
only to have some fall to the ground 
in the tall grass from their weight. 

Wilson wasn’t sure if the queen 
was still in the tree or on the ground, 
so he donned his protective garment 
and decided to look in the grass. He 
said the queen’s abdomen is twice as 
long as the worker bees and if you 
can get her, the others will follow. 

Honeybees will swarm about three 
times a year, he said, May, June and 
July. They make a new queen and 
separate to form a new colony. They 
won’t bother you if they are in a 
swarm, he said, but they will if they 
have honey to protect. 

After some searching and cutting 
the tall grass, he shook the bees off 
into a hive. Not sure if he got the 
queen or not, he used a ladder to 
get to the bees in the tree, cutting 
branches and shaking the bees into 
the hive. 

When the honeybees started 
gathering and going into the hive, he 
knew he had her. He got two more 
swarms Monday, he told the News by 
phone. 

He was now up to his five hives 
again, for a start. He said some 
swarms will have 4,000 to 5,000 bees 
in them. The one from Hickory Drive 
was a big swarm, he said. “It prob¬ 
ably had 3,000 to 4,000 bees.” 

Wilson said he made it home by 
7:30 that night and the bees are doing 
fine.

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Cheesecake 

2 cups Oreo cookie crumbs (20 
cookies) 

2 tbsp. butter, melted 
1/4 cup firmly packed brown 
sugar 

4 (8 oz) packages cream cheese, 
softened 
11/4 cup sugar 
1/3 cup whipping cream 
2 tbsp AP flour 
1 tsp. vanilla extract 
4 large eggs 

14 Oreo cookies, coarsely crum¬ 
bled 

16 oz carton sour cream 
1/4 cup sugar 
1 tsp vanilla extract 
2/3 cup whipping cream 
Powdered sugar, to taste 
Combine first three ingredi¬ 
ents in a medium bowl; firmly 
press mixture evenly and up sides 
of a lightly greased 10 inch spring 
form pan. Bake at 325 for 12 min¬ 
utes. Set aside. 

Beat cream cheese until 
creamy. Gradually add 11/4 cups 
sugar, beating well. Add 1/3 cup 
sugar hipping cream, flour, and 1 
tsp. vanilla; beat well. Add eggs, 
one at a time, beating well after 
each addition. 

Pour 3 1/2 cups of batter into 
prepared crust. Top with crum¬ 
bled cookies; pour in remaining 
batter. Bake at 325 for 1 hour and 
15 minutes. 

Combine sour cream, 1/4 cup 
sugar, and 1 tsp. vanilla; spread 
over cheesecake. Bake at 325 
for 7 minutes. Turn oven off, and 
leave cheesecake in oven with 
door closed for 45 minutes. 
Remove from oven and cool to 
room temp on wire rack. Cover 
and chill 8 hours. 

Whip 2/3 cup cream until 
stiff. Add powdered sugar until 
desired sweetness is achieved. 
Spread over sour cream layer. 
Garnish with additional crum¬ 
bled cookies if desired. Serves 12.

C heesecake. For 
some cooks, the 
word incites a bit 
of trepidation. 

Perhaps 
it’s just 
fear of the 
unknown. 

Perhaps 
it’s because 
some con¬ 
sider this 
particular 
cake to be 
on the fancy, 
complicated 
end of the 
dessert spec¬ 
trum and 
their skills aren’t quite 
on par. 

Or perhaps it’s just 
due to flat-out inexpe¬ 
rience. Maybe you’ve 
attempted to make a 
cheesecake and the 
result wasn’t what you 
expected. Well, it is my 
hope that by the end 
of this column you will 
have gained enough 
confidence to cook a 
cheesecake. 

And if you’re a 
cheesecake professional, 
enjoy the variation of 
this classic cake I’ve 
shared with you. 

Cheesecake is one 
of my favorite confec¬ 
tions. I prepare it mostly 
during the summer. So 
enjoyable is the creamy, 
dense texture and cold 
on your tongue. I have, 
however, made cheese¬ 
cakes in the winter 
months, too. Pumpkin 
cheesecake at Thanks¬ 
giving is an annual tra¬ 
dition and I’ve also tried 
sweet potato cheesecake 
and pecan pie cheese¬ 
cake. Yes. Yum. 

Cheesecakes are best 
prepared in a spring 
form pan - simply clue 
to the easy removal. 

The 9- and 10-inch sizes 
are the most common. 
Some people place their 
cheesecake in a water 
bath (for humidity) 
while baking, but I’ve 
never found this step to 
be necessary. 

A few tips: 

* If cream cheese 
is mixed with liquid 
before completely beat, 
(by itself) it will form 
lumps. And trust me - 
it’s about impossible to 
beat those lumps out. 

So, make sure you beat 
adequately. 

*Let your cheesecake 
cool to room tempera¬ 
ture before putting it in 
the refrigerator. If you 
don’t, your cheesecake 
will have loads of con¬ 
densation on. 

* Personally, I think 
cheesecake tastes best 
when it is very cold and 
set well. This is usu¬ 
ally the next day after 
you’ve made it. 

Good luck with your 
endeavor in making this 
delicious, classic dessert. 
It’s really not difficult 
and the final product is 
well worth your time, I 
promise. 

New York Style Cheesecake 

Recipe for 1 (9 inch) 
graham cracker crust 
3 (8 oz) packages cream cheese, 
softened 
1 cup sugar 
3 large eggs 
1/2 tsp. vanilla extract 
1 (16 oz) sour cream 
3 tbsp. sugar 
1/2 tsp. vanilla extract 
Press graham cracker crust mix¬ 
ture into 9-inch spring form 
pan; set aside. 

Beat cream cheese at high 
speed until creamy. Gradually 
add 1 cup sugar, beating well. 
Add eggs, one at a time, beat¬ 
ing well after each addition. 
Stir in 1/2 tsp. vanilla. Pour into 
prepared crust. Bake at 375 for 
35 minutes or until cake is set. 
(Inserted knife in center comes 
out clean) 

Beat sour cream. Add sugar 
and vanilla. Beat one more min¬ 
ute. Spread over cheesecake. 
Bake at 400 for 5 minutes. Cool to 
room temp on a wire rack; cover 
and chill eight hours. Serves 12.

God allows us to find quiet in the chaos 


“Why? Because I said so.” 

How many times in our lives 
have we heard those words or even 
uttered them ourselves? 

I wonder how many of us use 
these words without 
ever understanding 
what causes us to 
do so? That is where 
their significance lies. 

Many years ago as 
a learner, as a teacher 
and finally as a par¬ 
ent I finally decided 
to investigate why we 
use them. It all started 
when I first read the 
exchange between 
God and Abraham 
recorded in Genesis 22. 

God told Abraham to “Take 
now your son, your only son, whom 
you love, Isaac, and go to the land 
of Moriah, and offer him there 
as a burnt offering on one of the 
mountains of which I will tell 
you. So Abraham rose early in the 
morning and saddled his donkey, 
and took two of his young men 
with him and Isaac his son; and he 
split wood for the burnt offering, 
and arose and went to the place of 
which God had told him.” 

What captured my attention 
was the indication that Abraham 
never once asked God, “Why?” 

That sure would have been my 


first question if God had told me to 
do that with my son, my only son. 
But, Abraham simply obeyed God 
without question. “Why?” Because 
God said so.” 

What I discovered in my search 
has paid off many times over in 
my life as I have been learning 
Abraham’s secret. 

That secret of course is who has 
the right to rule in my life, me or 
God? 

What I discovered was that the 
concept of questioning directives 
whether from God or the author¬ 
ity in my life stems from the dif¬ 
ference I had been taught by our 
Greek influenced western system. 
It was quite different from the sys¬ 
tem taught by God to the Hebrew 
culture. 

In our Greek western influ¬ 
enced belief system the issue of 
who has the right to rule comes 
only after the why has been 
answered. We want to know the 
answer before obeying the direc¬ 
tive. Why? So we can decide if we 
want to obey or not. We are taught 
the center of our thinking process 
rests in ourselves, not an outside 
resource. We are taught to believe 
we are the center of the universe. 
We are our own god, if you will. 

While on the other hand, the 
Hebrew culture taught there was 
a God who existed outside of them 


and who was the center of the 
universe. Therefore, when they 
received instructions from God or 
an authority they obeyed first. It 
was only after their obedience that 
they then saw and understood the 
truth and wisdom of the command 
or instruction that had been given. 

That is why God put adult’s 
authority in our life path. That is 
also why we all need to know that 
there is someone greater than our¬ 
selves who has the right to rule. 

And, when we realize that, great 
freedom, liberty, peace and secu¬ 
rity comes into our life. 

Michael J. Fox, in an article I 
read recently, comes very close to 
saying what I’ve tried to convey. 

He said: “Having a family means 
you don’t always find moments 
of quiet so you find quiet in the 
chaos.” 

That quietness I believe is 
knowing that the spirit of God’s 
son lives within you if you have 
believed and received hint as lord 
and savior. He is the quiet within 
that is available to you to live in 
moments of chaos. 

That is also why one discovers 
that Christianity is not a religion 
but a living relationship with a 
person, the creator himself.

S ports. 

It doesn’t matter if we are talk¬ 
ing about football, baseball and 
basketball, or even golf, tennis or soccer 
— sports bring everyone together. 

I found my way as a youngster grow¬ 
ing up playing every sport I could with 
my best friends. 

We lived for the days as 
Little League All-Stars at 
the American Legion Park 
under coaches Kenton 
Bottoms and Ed Ruggles 
or full-court basketball 
games at Rodney Cun¬ 
ningham’s house in the 
heat of the summers. 

Even now, when many 
of my former classmates, Guest ^ umnist 
teammates and friends 
have gone on their separate ways, 
sports are still that one common thread 
in our lives. 

I started as a young boy running 
around Hollie Warford Stadium and 
Barnes Memorial Field as a manager. 

I still remember then-assistant 
coaches Adam Crawford and L.W. 
Barnes coming up with my nickname 
“Butta Fingas” because I couldn’t say 
my R’s correctly (butter fingers) and 
my inability to catch several of the 
passes former Anderson County quar¬ 
terback David Todd zoomed my way.

One of the things I remember the 
most through high school, though, 
wasn’t the baseball or football practices 
and games but more importantly the 
tutoring coach Barnes did for me. 

I was having trouble with Mrs. 
Bridget Wells’ sophomore English class 
and my baseball coach was an English 
teacher. Who better to go to for help 
than that? 

Trying to get through King Lear, 
Romeo and Juliet and Hamlet was one 
of the most boring things I had to do. 
But when it came time to see the meta¬ 
phors and similes in the baseball movie 
Field of Dreams, I excelled. 

I wonder why that is? Sports. 

That one assignment kick-started a 
career for me that I never saw coming. 

I shrugged it off because I hated 
writing at the time. I thought sports 
would take me far in life, but I mean 
let’s be realistic. There aren’t many 
MLB or NFL scouts who are looking 
for a 5-foot-7 second basemen or wide 
receiver. 

Now by the time you are reading 
this on Wednesday I will be in Sioux 
City, Iowa for the NAIA Softball World 
Series as the new Sports Information 
Director at Campbellsville University. 
Good timing, though. Right? 

That one story turned the light bulb 
on in my head that sports journalism 
may be my future career. And it all 
came from a movie about a baseball 
field in Iowa. Hey, Bridget and L.W., how 
is that for a life coming full circle? 

I’ve traveled all over the nation play¬ 
ing for and covering the Tigers and 
Lady Tigers on the national stage over 
the last few years, but nothing has been 
more satisfying than seeing my old 
friends excel along the way. 

Whether it was secretly rooting for 
C.J. Penny when his Asbury Eagles play 
Campbellsville in basketball, playing 
in heated battles with St. Catherine 
College and my former double-play 
partner Jeremy Turpin or sweet-talking 
my former quarterback Jacob Russell 
into coming to Campbellsville and 
breaking every offensive record in his 
first season, sports are what brought us 
together. They still keep us close. 

These moments are the ones I’ll 
cherish forever. 

And I owe it all to my coaches along 
the way and a few English assignments. 
Thank you.

Choosing the right kayak for fishing and safety

The first time I fished 
a stream out of a kayak, 
you may have heard the 
oaths I swore in Tennes¬ 
see. It was a short, cock¬ 
pit or sit-in style kayak. I 
had a hard time control¬ 
ling its tippy tendencies. 

After an hour or so, 
my back began to hurt 
trying to keep the boat 
in position to properly 
fish. I had little room to 
stow my rod and tackle. 

I eventually bought a 
personal pontoon boat 
for my stream fish¬ 
ing, forsaking a kayak 
because of this bad 
experience. 

It wasn’t the kayak’s 
fault, however. It was 
mine. I was unaware of 
the differences in styles 
of kayaks. 

I fished that day in 
a whitewater perfor¬ 
mance kayak, designed 
for quick maneuver¬ 
ability in intense situa¬ 
tions such as fast water 
and strong currents. 
They are not for fishing. 
Fishing from one is like 
complaining about the 
difficulty of bass fish¬ 
ing from a cuddy cabin 
style boat. 

The summer-like 
winds now blowing 
across Kentucky inspire 
thoughts of paddling a 
clear, cool stream. Many 
see kayaks strapped to 
the tops of vehicles or 
poking out the end of a 
pickup bed at this time 
of year, stirring a fever 


to finally buy their own 
kayak. 

“The first question I 
ask is, ‘Where are you 
going to paddle 51 per¬ 
cent of the time,”’ said 
Nathan Depenbrock, 
co-owner of Canoe Ken¬ 
tucky, a canoe livery 
and retail shop along 
the banks of central 
Kentucky’s famed Elk- 
horn Creek. “Do they 
plan to paddle flatwater 
on small lakes, moving 
water on streams, white 
water or just occasion¬ 
ally paddle with their 
family?” 

Depenbrock then 
asks the potential buyer 
what they plan to do 
with the boat. Do they 
want mainly to fish, 
simple cruising, photog¬ 
raphy, birding or chal¬ 
lenge rapids? 

“They must also 
demo, or test drive, the 
boat before buying,” he 
said. “They need to get 
in it and kick the tires. It 
is just like buying a car. 
And, just like vehicles, 
there are different 
grades of quality. You get 
what you pay for when 
buying a kayak.” 

For those who mainly 
plan to fish, a sit-on-top 
design is hard to beat. 
“We preach that comfort 
is the biggest thing for 
your boat,” Depenbrock 
said. “You want your day 
of fishing to end when 
the fish quit biting, 
not because your back 
hurts.” 

Depenbrock suggests 
sit-on-top kayaks not 


only offer great comfort, 
but the most safety. 
“They are the most sta¬ 
ble boats and the easiest 
to get in and out of,” he 
said. “They are also easy 
to accessorize for fish¬ 
ing. They work well for 
just simple cruising, too.” 

Boat length is anoth¬ 
er important factor to 
consider. “In Kentucky, 
a 12-foot model is the 
one magical length, the 
single universal length,” 
Depenbrock said. “An 
11-foot model offers a 
little more maneuver¬ 
ability, but it is not as 
good as a 12-foot model.” 

Depenbrock said a 
10-foot long kayak is 
not a good choice for 
an average adult. “That 


length boat is really 
unstable for a fully 
grown adult,” he said. 
“They are okay for chil¬ 
dren, but you are bet¬ 
ter off with at least an 
11-foot kayak.” 

A13- or 14-foot kayak 
works well for slackwa- 
ter paddling, but doesn’t 
have the maneuver¬ 
ability to tackle flowing 
water. They are much 
harder to get onto the 
roof rack of a vehicle 
and too long to put in 
the bed of a pick-up, 
Depenbrock said. 

The choice of paddle 
is important as well. 
Don’t buy a nice kayak 
and then buy a cheap, 
poor performing paddle. 
“It is like buying a 


Corvette and putting 
retread tires on it,” 
Depenbrock said. “Your 
paddle is as important 
as your boat. It is the 
engine of your boat. You 
need the appropriate 
blade style and must 
consider the material 
the paddle is made of.” 

Depenbrock said the 
more rigidity and less 
weight in a paddle, the 
better. A rigid paddle 
is more efficient while 
a lighter paddle is less 
tiring. “You are going 
to make a few thou¬ 
sand strokes in a day, so 
efficiency is extremely 
important,” he said. 

He also recommends 
getting a kayak with 
bright blades for those 


who plan to paddle 
where power boats oper¬ 
ate. 

“Kayaks become 
awfully little where 
there are power boats, 
they can easily get lost 
in the waves,” Depen¬ 
brock said. “I would also 
recommend a flag for 
paddling in areas where 
power boats operate.” 

Kayakers should 
always wear a lifejacket 
or personal floatation 
device. “You must choose 
the right boat, paddle 
and lifejacket,” Depen¬ 
brock said. “I much 
prefer a traditional 
lifejacket for anglers 
with foam floatation 
and a horse collar that 
holds your head up. 

With the inflatable belt 
packs, you have to slip it 
over your head after it 
inflates and that may be 
impossible in some situ¬ 
ations.” 

Specially designed 
lifejackets for kayak 
anglers make a great 
choice. They keep you 
cool, have nice fold out 
pockets to hold a bag of 
soft plastic lures, hooks, 
pliers, jigs and other gear 
and still provide excel¬ 
lent floatation. 

Don’t do like I did and 
try to fish from a white- 
water kayak. Select the 
proper boat, paddle and 
lifejacket. Years of great 
fishing and memories 
awaits you.

Warmth of late spring signals prime time for catfish

A recent stable 
weather pattern 
brought an early taste 
of summer to Kentucky 
as high temperatures 
topped 80-degrees on 
consecutive days. 

Warmer weather and 
water temperatures 
climbing into the 70s 
tell catfish that it’s time 
to spawn, and anglers 
who pursue them know 
from experience the 
period from late spring 
into early summer is 
prime time. 

“The next couple 
of weeks look good for 
catfish because they’re 
going to be aggressive 
and feeding,” said Kevin 
Frey, eastern fisheries 
district biologist for the 
Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. 


Channel catfish, blue 
catfish and flathead cat¬ 
fish are the most sought 
after catfish species in 
Kentucky, and the most 
widely distributed of 
those is the channel 
catfish. 

The Kentucky 
Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources 
annually stocks roughly 
100,000 channel catfish 
across the state. About 
30 percent of that 
amount is allocated to 
Fishing in Neighbor¬ 
hoods lakes. 

These popular urban 
fisheries can receive 
heavy fishing pressure 
but are stocked fre¬ 
quently with a variety 
of fish species to meet 
the demand. More than 
two dozen FINs lakes 
statewide are due to 
receive stocker-sized 
channel catfish this 
month. The stocking 


schedule for FINs lakes 
is available on Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife’s web¬ 
site at fw.ky.gov. 

“A lot of the time the 
catfish do bite really 
well right after we stock 
them,” said Dane Bals- 
man, urban fisheries 
biologist for Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife. “And 
you don’t have to have 
a really fancy set up to 
catch them.” 

A 7- to 9-foot medium 
to heavy action spinning 
rod with a matching 
spinning reel spooled 
with 20-pound line and 
outfitted with a simple 
slip sinker rig is a capa¬ 
ble outfit. To assemble 
the rig, tie a 4/0 circle 
hook onto an 18-inch 
fluorocarbon or mono¬ 
filament leader. Tie a 
barrel swivel onto the 
other end of the leader, 
then take the main line 
and thread it through 


a 1/4- to 1/2-ounce egg 
sinker and plastic bead 
before tying the line to 
the other eyelet of the 
barrel swivel. 

Channel catfish have 
olive-brown to bluish- 
slate backs, white bel¬ 
lies and pale gray sides, 
often adorned with 
small black spots. Adults 
range from 12 to 32 
inches long. They scav¬ 
enge the bottom using 
their whiskers to sense 
the presence of food. 

Nightcrawlers, 
chicken livers, cut pieces 
of shad or skipjack her¬ 
ring, shrimp and scented 
dough baits are among 
the most widely-used 
and productive baits 
for channel catfish. Try 
fishing these baits in 
areas with undercut 
banks, stumps or logs 
and rocky banks and 
points. 

Low-light periods - 


such as around dawn 
and dusk or at night - 
tend to be the best times 
to catch catfish. 

“Sandy clay shal¬ 
low areas are another 
alternative especially 
if there’s some vegeta¬ 
tion,” Frey said. “Those 
shallow water areas are 
still going to be good 
into June. As the water 
continues to warm, cat¬ 
fish will come in to the 
shoreline at night and 
drift back out to the 
open water during the 
daytime.” 

From Lake Barkley 
and Kentucky Lake in 
the west to the Ohio 
River to Dewey Lake, 
Fishtrap Lake and Yates- 
ville Lake in eastern 
Kentucky, there is an 
abundance of places 
across Kentucky holding 
excellent populations of 
channel catfish. 

The “Where to Fish” 


feature on Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife’s 
website is a handy tool 
for those looking to 
find a place to fish for 
catfish. As an example, 
anglers can search for 
waterbodies that hold 
channel, blue and flat- 
head catfish and offer 
bank or fishing pier 
access. The department’s 
annual “Fishing Fore¬ 
cast” is another valu¬ 
able resource available 
online. 

Pieces of frozen 
shrimp stained red from 
a marinade in straw¬ 
berry Kool-Aid mix 
fished weightless on the 
bottom as far out as he 
could cast enticed two 
channel cats in short 
order. The fillets those 
fish yielded filled his 
belly two nights later 
and the experience left 
him wanting to fish for 
catfish again sometime.
